WA.siiiNii'roN, March 12. — In the Sen- 
ate to-day Payne called attention to the 
select committee on relations with Can- 
ada and moved to strike it out of tho 
list of original resolutions, for tho up. 
pointnient of that coinniiltee in tho l.iat 
Congress hail originated in the district of 
the then oxecntivo and therefore ho had 
not objected to it. But it appeared to 
him to be a direct usurpation of the'pow- 
ers of tho executive. 

Mr. OuUom said it waa important that 
tho American Senate and people should 
have an uiideratandiiig of liiu political 
constitution of Canada, wbioh had a very 
curious system of government. Public 
opinion in Ciiiiada operated more prompt- 
ly in the legislative body than wa.s |)(i3- 
siblo in tlio United States under its con- 
stitution. He should be glad to be able 
to give two or three years' study to that 
one important matter alone. It was use- 
less, he said, to be blind to tho fact that 
there was a huge and growing body of 
men in Canada who desired annexation 
to this country. 

Mr. Sherman hoped that tho subject 
might get before tho American people, 
meaning by that the people of the United 
St;ktes and the people uf Canada, lie 
did not boliovo that with a loni; stretch- 
ing boundary between thom they could 
continue to remain in jieace. 

iMr. Ediuiuids said that while he waa in 
not the least di'Liree in favor of tho annex- 
ation of the British North American pro- 
viiicjs to the U'nitcd ."jtatcs at the present 
time, ho waa perfectly willing that the 
commission should pursue its exphirations 
and obtain all ])oasii>le information on the 
commercial and other relations of the two 
countries. But he begged the seniiturs 
not to consider that in voting for a select 
committee they were coiniiiitted to annex- 
ation, because that involved a problem of 
moat serious coiiseiiuenco to the peojile of 
the United States. 

Mr. .Sherman expressed regret that 
Mr. Payne had raised the question. Be 
hiiaself aaw no objection at all to the ap- 
pointment of the commission to obtain 
information on the aubject so im- 
portant as the relations of the 
the United .States with t'anada. 'I'liore 
were intiuinerable ijiicstiona cmiatantly 
arising along the border that were liable 
to lead to disputes and disturbance. If 
the committee really gave attention to the 
matter it might do a great deal of good. 
Referringto tho question of "annexation," 
ho wi.shed to say that that word was not 
very jileasantto the United States or Can- 
ada. But the "union of tho United States 
and Canada" was in his judgiiicut just as 
sure to come as any future event, unless a 
st:ito of feeling should bo aroused between 
tho poofile of the two countries that would 
prevent the national mingling of the two 
people under tho one government. It 
should bo a [lopular movement 
and not a movement on the 
part of two governments. So far as hu 
knew there was jiracticaily no difference 
on either side of the lino, from the Ohio 
border to the Pacitic const, and he had no 
doubt that reptesentatives of every state, 
from Ohio westward to the new state of 
Washington would make the same declar- 
ation. 

Mr. Butler said that ho had not aup 
pnsed when tho Holect committee was pro- 
vided for, there was any intention of con- 
aiilering the ijuestion of the annexation of 
Conada, or a political union of tho two 
countries. 

Mr, Payne finally withdrew his motion 
to strike off the list of committees the se- 
lect committee on relations with Canada.

OUR HTliEKTH. 

The Board ot Aldermen should without 
delay take measures to secUre uniformity 
in the breadth of the streets of the city. 
Nothing looks worse than to see jogs in a 
a street, or to have the buildin>?a so dis- 
posed as to !,'ive it a ziff-zni! appearance. 
Tlie streets slioiild be laid out, once for 
all, and an .iiithuritative phin drawn 
from which ii<^ one should be permitted 
to deviate. if the corporation does not 
poaseaa . the power to make tho streets 
uniform they should obtain it without 
loss of' time. A single irregularity will 
spoil the look of a whole lino of street 
and be a perpetual eyesore and incotn cn- 
ience to the citizens. It .slioulcl be rc- 
ineniberodthecitizeuB who spoil theap))eai'- 
ance of a street by encroacliinc; on tlie 
sidewalk docs a permanent injury to the 
city. Tlic evil llial lie doos lives after 
him, and catnior l)e remedied wirliout 
great trouVile and expense. It is com- 
paratively easy, now tliat lite city 
is . young, to hav.e its streets well 
laid out. A little salutary strict- 
ness now' will • give the city reg- 
ular and handsome streets, but care- 
lessness, laxity, aiid uaiit of foresight 
will, by pei'iiiittiii;,' dcfoniiil ies, do the 
city injuries wliicb will be almost, if not 
quite irreiiarable. 

It Hijpears tliat property owners who 
find that tiiey and tlieir predecessors liuve 
allowed part of their lota to remain on the 
street for twenty-iivo or thirty years now 
hasten to claim ownership and deprive tho 
public of its use, while others who have 
built on or enclosed part ot the street for 
that; time or lessi olaini the hind by right 
of possession. Thoad citizens, in dealing 
with: the public, will not allow th^t. rule 
to work both ways. But they are not 
reasonable, if twenty-ono years poaco- 
i'.ble posses.sion gives the individual own- 
ership, possession for the samo length of 
time siiould give llie same right to the 
public. This is a ipiestion of hiw which 
ought to bo decided at once. At any rate 
property owners should not be allowed to 
spoil the look of a street and to incon- 
venience the public. A way can surely 
be found to prevent ehoriiftchKient on the 
lines of the street. Ifc' is snid that where 
there is a will there is a Wfiy. Tho Board 
of Aldermen surely liavo the will to \nu- 
rent street encroachment; it is, therefore, 
for them to And the way.

The anti-.Joauit agitation is going on in 
Ontario in some quarters fiercely, while 
I'rotestiint ( Jnoboc still continues cold and 
iituleinoiistrative. In the former (irn- 
vince tho Jesuits aro denounced in the 
press and from the pulpit and. platform, 
and those who do not take part in the 
agitation or who deprecate ib are le- 
proaeljefl aslukewarin. ^Prfjtestants. ' The 
political parties still lipid themselves 
aloof, and they are both bitterly con- 
demiiod by tho agitators. Sir .John Mac- 
douald is censured fur not disallowing the 
Act of the tjuehee Ijegislattn-e granting 
the .lesuit.s .S-IOO.OliO; and tho Liberals lU'e 
lihuiied for not joining the agitators in 
t lieir condemtiation cd' the < b;vernniotit. 
Many clorgyinon are protninunt in tliuNo- 
I'opery movement, but there aro BOine 
who eariiiot see their way to give it their 
countenancp. Xmong these aro the Angli- 
can clergymen ot Toronto. Some time 
ago they met to discuss the subject and 
the conclusion they came to was that they 
dill not know enough about it to form- 
itkile a policy regarding it. They how- 
ever appoint ed a coiuinitree to emiuire in- 
to tlie uiatler and the (•ominittee rejinrtcd 
totheelleel tlial tlu!y had not been able to 
colled sitHieieiil intortiial ion to warrant 
ihetn in tiikiug the responsibility of pro- 
nouncing upon ao' serious a question. 
Tile clergymen of the Church of England 
of Toronto are evidently not disposed to 
take part in this religio-political agitat- 
tieii. Thi! IMinisterial /Vasociation of thtit 
■ily, whieli is composed of clergymen of 
niaiiy denominations, have also taki'li the 
matter uj). It wtis warmly discussed at 
ine uf their meetings held abcmt a week 
ago. There was, tho (Unht' say.s, eon- 
siileiable diU'urence of opinion. . Kesidti- 
rions were moved, but no decision was 
arrived at. They were to meet again to 
liscuss them. That second meeting litis 
laketi place, and we shall see what was 
done in due time. It does nob appear 
that the agitation ha^ extended to the 
.Maritifiie Provinces, or west to iM.anitoba 
or the Northwest Territm-ies. Here, in 
British Coltnnbia, we hem- the din of 
I lie battle afar oil', but we regard it with 
a mild interest. British Columbiana do 
net appear to think that tho Protestant 
religion is in danger beciuise the Legisla- 
ture of Quebec has given §400,000 of the 
inone}' of tho [irovince to tho Jesuits as a 
coniponsation for property apptopriiited 
by the Government.

THE WAlt SCARE. 

Scusatlonal Humors of tho Siuuoau Trouble 
Create. Intense r J^pltqm^nt In , 
San Francisco. 

On Saturday and Sunday the people of 
San Frimciacd wotfo wild with excitement 
o\ er the many and conllicting rumors of 
the ainkiiig of tho U. S. S. "Nipsic" at 
Samoa by the (.'erinan gunboat Glg.a. All 
manner of disturbing rumors were abrotid 
to the ellect that tho authorities at Wnsh- 
ington had received news conhrmhig tho 
sinking of tho Nipsic, which ' was in- 
tensitied by tho statement that 'thia Ger- 
mans had seized the American mail 
stcanier'Aliimeda, of the Oceanic Co. Tho 
stateihont was also made that the secre- 
tary of the navj- li.'ul telegraphed an in- 
quiry to the l.'nioii Iron Works tis to how 
soon the steel cruiser Charleston could be 
placed m roadinesa fi>r her guns. Based 
upon these rumors and further statements 
that tho Southern Paoitio Co. had re- 
ceived notice to bo^ifetlared to handle the 
Charleston's guns and naval stores, tho 
nowsi)a]iers put out bulletin boards de- 
claring the sinking of the American man- 
of-war had been coiilirmed by private ad- 
vices. 

Troinendotis cr>iwils surrounded the 
newspaper utlicos, and in spite of lack ot 
definite coiitirmation of tho news regard- 
ing tho Nipsic tho news s])read rapidly 
t 111. iiigliont tlio city that tho rumor of tho 
siiikiiiLT of the Auiorican ship wag true. 
Newsjiaper e.Ntra.s issued to (> o'clock failed 
to deliiiitely disiiose as to the fate of_ tho 
American war .sliip, or whether the Wasli- 
tiigton authorities were finally in receipt 
uf confirmatory news. How thoroughly 
tho excitement had taken hold of ihe 
masses was shown in the crowds of 
men and„V5)fnea a^ut tJie bulletin boards 
and the'coiniiion sentiment expressed in 
case disaster had overtaken the American 
vessel. 

The sloiy res|iecting the stemnsbip .\la- 
uieda was shown to be untrue by the re- 
ceipt of a cable fnuu Sydney noting her 
arrival there. Tho steamship Xealiuidia, 
which is due next Saturday, will bring 
mall advices from' Samoa up to March 1, 
and, unless detinile telegrajihic advices 
are received from .Atn-klatid in tlie mean- 
liiiie, will gi\o the lirst autbeiilic news 
t roni the islands received since tlii' lirst of 
L<"ebruary. 

It WHS also rumored that tho steamship 
City of P,u'oblp had been chartered by the 
government' as a despatch boat between 
.Samoa and Auckland, but this rumor was 
pnsitivily denied by the officers of the 
steamship company.
